If you do locate Mr. Jacobs i and it you do not, if you have any knowledge 
of it) I have a sepcial interest in the rescue of Denmark's Jews. We had a friend, 
the late Olaf Seidenfaden, who told me that his uncle was then the chief of {>olice 
of Copenhagen and that his uncle organizer the roundup and escape of Denmark's Jews. 

Olaf died some years a*#. His family was involved in business in Thailand 
that involved lumber and perhaps furniture. He was part '•‘•‘hai. When we knew him his 
business was exporting logs from the U.S. Before Huarl Harbor, when the U.S. was at 
pease, more or less, Olaf went to Canada and volunteered. Kc progressed to the rank 
of colonel, I think it is air force. 

Sol and liis wife last saw Mrs. Jacobs and their daughter in England when FA0 
had Mr. Jacobs assigned to its “ome office. 

It is inherent in Sol's letter that if you lcoate the Jacobses he would like 
to heur from them. 

I hope that a phone call to the university might yield some information.

I hope also that my last letter is of some use to you.
